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Council narrowly passes capital improvements

AGAWAM — When it came to 
moving forward with the Capital 
Improvement Plan as submitted 
by Mayor Richard A. Cohen in 
May, the city council was hesitant, 
with one councilor even calling 
into question the effort that was 
put into it. It ultimately passed by 
a vote of 7-3, but not before an

amendment to the plan was made. 
At the meeting Monday, June 3, 
several councilors — including Gina 
M. Letellier, Robert E. Rossi, Den- 
nis J. Perry and Robert Magovern 
— pointed to the fact that the capital 
improvement projects listed in the 
37 page document dated April 8 are 
“wish list” items that lack priority. 
“How do we approve a Capi- 


tal Improvement Program that’s a 
wish list of things that haven’t hap- 
pened yet?” Letellier questioned. 

Rossi agreed and said he would 
not approve the CIP. 

“Wishes are dreams,” he said, 
adding, “Maybe we should get 
a grip on reality when preparing 
these things.” 

But Magovern pointed out that 


nothing outlined on the CIP could 
happen without coming back before 
the council for approval anyway. 
Although he said some of the 
items listed in the CIP were “way out 
of line,” he also said there was noth- 
ing wrong with voting for the list. 
The general fund requests for 
2014 and 2015 include renovations 
to the bathrooms and locker rooms 


at Agawam High School in order 
to comply with Title Nine require- 
ments and improvements to the 
track and bleachers. 

The CIP is required by the town 
charter as well as the Department 
of Revenue and bonding agen- 
cies. It provides for the planning, 
design, construction, renovation or 
replacement of a public building;

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Town enters into

AGAWAM — The city council voted 
to move forward with a resolution autho- 
rizing Mayor Richard A. Cohen to enter 
into a lease agreement between the town 
and Professional Golf Management Inc. 
of Ludlow to lease the second floor res- 
taurant and first floor concessions at the 
Agawam Municipal Golf Course in Feed- 
ing Hills. 

The resolution included a lease price of 
2 1/2 percent of gross monthly sales, above 
the original proposal of half of 1 percent. 

According to the resolution, the town 
sought bids to operate its golf clubhouse 
and food and beverage options at the Aga- 
wam Municipal Golf Course, located on 
Southwick Street, beginning at council 
approval. The signed lease would have 
optional renewable one-year terms. 

At the council’s last meeting on May 
20, Anthony A. Roberto III, general man- 
ager/PGA director of golf for Agawam 
Municipal Golf Course, spoke about in- 
creasing the golf course’s bottom line. 
He told the council that Professional 
Golf Management — current operators of 
Westover Municipal Golf Course — sub- 
mitted proper credentials through the bid 
process and have met criteria to run food 
operations. 

He also pointed out that the banquet 
facility at the club is “underutilized” and 
that it should be used to render services to 
weddings, banquets, tournaments, bridal 
showers, post funeral functions and wed- 
ding rehearsals as well as offer breakfast 
on weekends and lunch/dinner every day 
of the week. The contract with Profes- 
sional Golf Management would be one 
year and negotiable for next season.

Councilor Robert A. Magovern com- 
mended Roberto for his hard work in try- 
ing to generate income for the facility. 

“We've got to try something to improve 
the dining facilities,’ Magovern said. 

Councilor Joseph Mineo said he’d like 
to see the golf course move forward and 
that the deal before the council was “bet- 
ter than nothing.” 

He stated that the golf course costs tax- 
payers between $50,000 and $60,000 an- 
nually. 

“Do we really want to ask the taxpay- 
ers for $60,000?” he asked. “If it doesn’t 
work, it doesn’t work. We can come back 
in January and figure out what we’re go- 
ing to do up there, but we’ve got to do 
something.” 

Mineo said the town needs to move for- 
ward and that this was its opportunity to 
do so. 

But Council President Christopher C. 
Johnson corrected Mineo’s claim that the 
facility was supported by taxpayers. 

“The golf course is paid through an en- 
terprise fund,” said Johnson, adding, “It’s 
not costing taxpayers a dime.” 

Councilor Paul Cavallo said he was im- 
pressed with the energy Roberto had when 
he presented to the council May 20. 

“What are we really going to lose,” he 
said. “Right now we’re making nothing; 
he said that last week. If it doesn’t pan 
out, we look at other alternatives.” 

“T’m happy to hear of the turn of events 
that shifted to allow the golf course to 
continue moving forward,” said Councilor 
Robert E. Rossi. “This is a very important 
first step. We need to start somewhere.” 

The council voted 9-1 in favor of the 
resolution. Johnson cast the no vote. 
Councilor Cecilia Calabrese was not pres- 
ent at the meeting. 
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Siemen’s challenge

AGAWAM - One Granger School class- 
room is taking helping the environment seri- 
ously, and was recently a finalist in a contest 
aimed at encouraging children to help make 
a difference. 

Tammy Rumplik, who teaches enrichment 
science to advanced third and fourth graders, 
helped lead this year’s group to a national fi- 
nalist status in the Siemens “We Can Change 
The World Challenge.” 

She said the challenge encourages stu- 
dents to find ways to be more environmen- 
tally friendly and then put a plan in action 
within their school and/or community. 

The class then fills out forms and sends 
in photos and other media showing how the 
project was put into action. 

At Granger, Rumplik led a group known 
as the “Recycling Renegades.” 

These students put into action many dif- 
ferent recycling endeavors and also contin- 
ued a previous project from last year. 

“Last year we started learning about recy- 
cling glue sticks that get left out or don’t get 
used all the way,” said Rumplik. 

She said the students began to take more 
data on the glue sticks and would send the 
unused glue back to Elmers Glue Crew for 
recycling. The trend caught on and the entire 
school has been helping to increase recycling 
of glue sticks this year. 

“We also educated the other classes on 
proper glue stick use and how to conserve 
glue the best they could,” said Rumplik. 

The next created recycling project was 
the re-use of crayons. Often, students find 
themselves breaking crayons or throwing 
crayons out when they have reached a low 
point. The Recycling Renegades started col- 
lecting broken and used crayons and putting 
them together to create new crayons from 


old pieces. 

Rumplik said the students also researched 
and learned the process of making paper and 
made new pieces from old scraps, thus con- 
serving more paper. 

But conserving paper was not enough for 
the Renegades; they led the entire school in 
a “Paper Free Day.” 

“That was an amazing event for the school 
as everyone came out and supported the ef- 
fort,’ said Rumplik. “The teachers did not 
use any paper for the entire day. That means 
there were no worksheets for students to 
have to do. That made the kids happy be- 
cause they were not sitting at their desks and 
just writing. Teachers used visuals and ma- 
nipulatives to do their lessons for that day.” 

She said use of iPads and other tablets 
were effective during that day. 

The Renegades also worked to recycle 
more paper bags at lunchtime. 

Rumplik said this is the second year she 
has had her enrichment students participate 
in an environmental challenge; she utilized a 
contest put on by Disney last year. That con- 
test was discontinued, but Rumplik found 
the contest offered by Siemens a company 
that helps facilitate energy efficiency. They 
do energy audits for companies and munici- 
palities and try to facilitate improvements to 
increase energy efficiency. 

The Renegades were national finalists in 
the challenge, something Rumplik is very 
proud of. 

“Very few states had national finalists in 
this contest,’ said Rumplik. “I am really ex- 
cited for the students. They are going to get 
a banner sent to them later to hang up in the 
school.” 

The most important science lesson picked 
up by the students was the ability to think 
through a problem and come up with a solu- 
tion.

Understanding the 
council’s concern 


e commend the Agawam City Council 

for exercising due diligence in coming 
to a decision about a resolution to enter into 
a “memorandum of understanding” with Pio- 
neer Valley Transit Authority for emergency 
transportation in the event that large areas of 
the town need to be evacuated. 

The resolution before the council Monday, 
June 3 — which was sponsored by Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen — sparked interesting de- 
bate among the council about not only the 
potential cost for the service, but the duration 
of the agreement. 

The memorandum of understanding be- 
tween Agawam and the PVTA would last for 
a period of 10 years. 

Several city councilors expressed concern 
over having been told that there would be no 
cost to the town associated with the service 
when the memorandum before them stated 
that the PVTA would “be reimbursed for 
costs incurred in response to an actual emer- 
gency or exercise.” 

Kudos to the city council for not running 
full steam ahead without having all questions 
answered. 

Over the last few years, we have learned 
the importance of emergency preparedness 
and are happy to see that the town is being 
proactive in working to help our residents in 
the event that large-scale evacuation should 
occur. However, it is necessary to exercise 
prudence when planning for such potentials 
so as not to be faced with exorbitant hidden 
costs in the future. After all, isn’t it better to 
know in advance if the town could be asked 
to reimburse the PVTA? 

But Councilor George Bitzas said even if 
there is a cost to the town to provide emer- 
gency transport for residents, the very fact 
that it could save lives justifies the cost. 
Be that as it may, it’s important to have as 
many specifics as possible when working 
toward emergency preparedness and we’re 
pleased that councilors opted to table the 
resolution until all their questions were an- 
swered.

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Asian chicken and noodles 


Being a home cook, I just want my food to 
be quick and easy to prepare, and look and 
taste delicious. My idea of cooking gourmet 
would be to hire a trained chef and have him 
or her prepare a meal for me in my kitchen 
or better yet, I go to their restaurant and have 
them prepare it for me there. When I see 
a recipe with “Asian” or “Thai” in the title, 
I assume it is “gourmet” 
and complicated. Let me 
assure you that this recipe 
is simple to prepare and 
very yummy. 

Peanuts or peanut oil 


seem to be a staple in C7 ABLSGLUIBIS 


Asian and Thai food. In 
a household of only two, 
having an array of cook- 
ing oils in your pantry may 
cause them to go rancid 
unless you use them often. 
Ihave only two oils on my 
shelves: extra virgin olive 
oil and canola oil. Using a 
bit of creamy peanut but- 
ter will infuse the peanut 
flavor mimicking peanut 
oil. 

I am not a big fan of 
“hot and spicy” but some 
dishes call for just a bit 
of heat. So please don’t omit the red pepper 
flakes unless you want to substitute with a 
finely chopped red cherry pepper. The cher- 
ry pepper will also give you just the right 
amount of heat and it is the perfect size for a 
two-serving recipe. 


Asian Chicken and Noodles — Skillet 


4 oz. dry linguine 

8 oz. chicken tenders 

3 T. Extra virgin olive oil, divided 
1/8 tsp. crushed red pepper flakes 
3 T. chopped scallions

3 oz. thinly sliced snow peas 

3 oz. fresh carrots cut into julienne strips 
1 T. creamy or chunky peanut butter 

2 T. soy sauce 

2 tsp. vinegar (white, cider, or rice) 

1/4 tsp. ground ginger 

1/4 tsp. salt 

2 tsp. chopped peanuts (optional) 


Cook linguini, al dente, 
according to package di- 
rections, drain well and set 
aside. Cut each chicken 
tender into six pieces, toss 
with 1 T. of olive oil and set 
aside. In a 10”-12” skillet, 
heat remaining oil and red 
pepper flakes over medium- 
high heat. When oil begins 
to sizzle, add chicken and 
scallions. Sauté for about 15 
seconds. Stir in snow peas 
and carrots and reduce heat 
to medium. Cover and sim- 
mer for five minutes. Mean- 
while, place peanut butter 
in a small bowl and micro- 
wave for 20 seconds. Stir in 
soy sauce, vinegar, ginger, 
and salt. Add peanut butter 
mixture to skillet and mix 
well. Cover and continue to simmer for an- 
other five minutes or until chicken is cooked 
through and veggies are cooked to desired 
tenderness. Add well drained linguine, toss 
and serve immediately with a garnish of 
chopped peanuts.

Council passes capital improvements

an addition to public building; the purchase 
of land or buildings for public purpose; or 
long-range development study. It usually 
consists of about $20,000 and would last 10 
years or more. 

Also included in the CIP for this year are 
projected bond request for phases two and 
three of the Southwest Area Sewer Exten- 
sion Project, which was tabled indefinitely 
by the city councilors in December. When 
he presented the plan, Cohen said including 
the sewer project would enable the council 
to research alternatives that are less costly 
for residents. 

But councilors balked at having the sewer 
extension project included. 

Perry, who serves as council vice presi- 
dent, said he wanted the council to look 
closely at the CIP’s projects and “prioritize 
reality. 

“T really have to question the effort put 
into this,” Perry said. 

Council President Christopher C. John- 
son, in stepping from the chair, said he didn’t 
support the sewer project but that as former 
mayor, he understood how important it is 
for the town to have an approved capital im- 


provement plan in place. 

But for argument’s sake, he pointed to the 
inclusion of high school locker room and 
bathroom renovations in the CIP at a time 
when there has been discussion about the 
possibility of building a new high school. 
Earlier this year, the council voted to prepare 
a statement of interest to the Massachusetts 
School Building Authority for a new Early 
Childhood Center and high school. Includ- 
ing those upgrades in the CIP, he said, could 
cause confusion. 

His other concern is that if the CIP is ap- 
proved with the sewer project included, it 
will then be brought back before the council 
for support. 

He proposed amending the Capital Im- 
provement Program to strike all references to 
the sewer issue, a motion not all councilors 
agreed with. It passed with six councilors in 
favor. Councilors Rossi, Magovern, Joseph 
Mineo and Donald Rheault voted against the 
motion. Councilor Cecilia Calabrese was not 
present at the meeting. 

The final vote for the Capital Improvement 
Program passed 7-3. Councilors Rossi, Perry 
and Rheault cast the dissenting votes.

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‘Garbage Gus’ teaching Agawam High School 
students safety measures 


AGAWAM - In an effort to increase sum- 
mer safety on the streets, the Department 
of Public Works has scheduled local waste 
hauler Republic Services of Chicopee, pre- 
viously known as Allied Waste Services, to 
introduce “Garbage Gus” to first and second 
grade students within the Agawam Public 
Schools. 

Republic Services currently collects the 
town’s trash, recycling, yard and bulky waste 
from the residential homes, municipal build- 
ings and schools. In addition, the hauler has 
a high volume of private business accounts 
as well. Servicing the community 6 days a 
week, Republic Services trucks have become 
a familiar sight within the town and safety 
is a priority to every driver. Although the 
drivers follow the rules of the road as well 
as their own company safety regulations, it 
is important for the students in Agawam to 
understand their role in helping prevent ac- 
cidents on the streets. 

The program begins with a 10-minute vid- 


eo of “Garbage Gus,” a garbage truck that in- 
troduces the students to the size and capabili- 
ties of a garbage truck, comparing himself to 
the size of a whale and weight of a dinosaur.

As in 
years past, both students and teachers will be 
surprised at how far away from the sides and 
back of the truck one needs to be in order for 
the driver to clearly see them in their view.

money from the Massachusetts Cultural 
Council to distribute grants locally. 

“The goal of introducing John to our stu- 
dents and then having him come to our class- 
es was to expose them to a professional artist 
so they could see the connection between the 
artist and their community,” said Deb Florek, 
one of three AHS art teachers.

John Simpson, a 1983 AHS gradu- 
ate, now an artist and UMass art 
professor, spent a day at AHS in- 
teracting with students recently 
thanks to a grant from the Agawam 
Cultural Council. 


“John has done many amazing things with 
the Springfield Museums and with his gal- 
lery/studio,” she said, adding, “Very impres- 
sive work, super guy.” Florek said Simpson’s 
brother, Mike, is a business teacher at AHS. 
“That’s how we got the chance to meet. Over 
the years, I’ve taken art honor students to 
UMass to see his studio and see the art.” 

Simpson, who received a $1,200 grant to 
cover a stipend and salary, wrote in his ap- 
plication that he wanted to show students at 
AHS “that there are multiple careers in the 
visual arts that they can pursue.” 

Taylor Hartman, the student who took the 
image that Simpson worked from to create 
the painting, said coming to class that morn- 
ing and seeing him painting her picture was 
an “awesome” feeling. “At first I thought, 
where have I seen that picture before? I won- 
der whose it is? I think it’s mine,” recalled 
the senior. 

She confirmed her first instinct when she 
looked at the pictures saved in her phone. 
“At first I was shocked, because I’m not usu- 
ally that lucky. Mrs. Florek asked whose pic- 
ture it was and I said, ‘It’s mine!’ And my 
face turned bright red. But other than being 
embarrassed I was so excited.” 

Hartman took the image using a Nikon 
D300 that she had saved to buy from mon- 
ey earned from a weekend job. “TI love it. It 
never really leaves my side,” she said. She 
prefers painting over pictures. But she soon 
realized that as an artist she should start tak- 
ing her own pictures to paint or draw so she 
could make them her own in some way. 


Painting, teaching by example 
Hartman’s realization about how to create 
an original image on canvas from a photo 
was one of the lessons that Simpson made to 
students. “I talked to students a lot about the 
value of creativity. The painting looks close 
to the photo, but I left out a lot of stuff — like

a stack of wood behind a student’s head — to 
enhance the image,” said Simpson. 

“T tried to teach by example,” he added. As 
he painted, he talked to students about choos- 
ing colors, how to blend, how to layer colors, 
and how to judge how a painting looks. “A 
lot of the vocabulary I was using was new to 
them. They were very good listeners. They 
sat very intently, absorbing all the informa- 
tion and concepts.” 

Elain Tang thought it was “very cool and 
neat” to have Simpson visit and paint for 
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students. “He is a very nice, funny, and laid 
back guy. His artwork is phenomenal.” 

Tang added that the way Simpson present- 
ed himself shows that he truly loves what he 
does. “What I thought was very unique and 
interesting was that he used thread to grid 
his canvas. I’ve never seen someone do that 
before.” 

But the “coolest” thing about Simpson for 
Tang: “He went to this same exact school 
when he was younger.”

Agawam track wraps up strong season

WESTFIELD - The 2013 Aga- 
wam outdoor track and field sea- 
son came to an essential close 
Saturday afternoon at the MIAA 
All-State Outdoor Championships 
held at Westfield State University. 

Senior Ashley Monahan placed 
seventh in the 800 meters race with 
atime of 2 minutes, 17.32 seconds. 
The time not only sets breaks the 
old school record, but also qualifies 
her for the New England Champi- 
onship meet this Saturday. This 


is nothing new for Monahan, she 
has qualified for the New England 
championship meet a couple times 
throughout her career at Agawam 
High School, her first during her 
freshmen year with the 4x800 me- 
ter relay, a school record that still 
stands. Monahan will be running 
cross country and track and field at 
Westfield State University. 

Senior Mike Andre placed 15th 
in the 800 meters race with a time 
of 1 minute, 57.97 seconds. An- 
dre missed qualifying for the New 
England Championships, but has 
still none the less enjoyed a stel- 


lar cross country and track and 
field during his four years at Aga- 
wam High School, a time-span in 
which he set nine school records, 
and won two individual Western 
Mass Championship titles. A gutsy 
middle distance runner, Andre 
captured the Division | 800 meters 
crown this year, and placed fourth 
at the Western Central Champion- 
ships.

Brownies oust Falcons in quarters

AGAWAM - Danielle Stratton 
helped provide the spark that led 
to a two-run first inning for the 
Brownies. 

That was enough run support for 
the Brownies.

CALENDAR 


This section is intended to promote “free” events or ones that 
directly affect a volunteer-driven organization that benefits the 
entire community. Paid events that are not deemed fund-raisers or 
benefits do not qualify. Non-charitable events that charge the pub- 
lic for profit are not allowed as we consider that paid advertising. 
Deadlines vary with each individual newspaper, look inside for 
your deadline. We usually print one week in advance of an event, 
and the listings should be brief, with only time, date, location, brief 
activity explanation, and contact info. The best thing to do is emu- 
late a calendar listing you like that already appeared in the paper. 
Each editor directly manages and edits all of the calendar entries. 
Artwork or photos to compliment your calendar listings are always 
welcomed. 


EDUCATION 


We try to be inside our public schools on a weekly basis, both 
in terms of sports coverage and classroom features. Our education 
and sports sections run 52 weeks per year. We feel school cover- 
age is probably the single largest reflection of the communities we 
serve, so this paper is committed to having a strong presence 
there. We devote more staff and space to these sections than any 
other editorial realm. We do print free courtesy stories, briefs and 
photos submitted by teachers, sports teams and students, as we 
cannot possibly be at every event. If you have a photo you want to 
run, please include a photo caption identifying those in the image 
from left to right and a description of the event. Please call or 
e-mail the editor directly with your school event coverage requests 
-atteast three days in-advance—f we can’t attend, you are always 


encouraged to send in your own write-up and photos. 


NEWS & FEATURES 


As a paper of record, we attempt to cover all general news, per- 
sonality profiles, and community features that we know about. 
This includes all selectmen and school committee meetings as 
well as spot planning board, board of health, finance, and other 
town meetings determined by the issue’s relevance to our readers. 
There are the annual major community event features that we 
should always cover, but we are more than open to suggestions of 
other features to celebrate the fabric of our communities and their 
many interesting occupants. Our loyal advertisers provide funding 
for this paid staff coverage. 


BUSINESS 


Turley Publications is liberal with regard to its business cover- 
age polices, but we do have some standards folks need to under- 
stand. First, local businesses and merchants are just as much 
institutions in our towns as the library and schools. Without them, 
there are no towns. 

We will feature coverage of local businesses that are new, 
have a major expansion, moving, closing, under new management 
or ownership, celebrating a milestone anniversary, or have been 
thrust into the news realm. Merchants can request that coverage 
through the editor, or for our existing advertising clients, through 
their ad representatives. 


OPINION

ers confuse editorials with being objective “news.” Our unsigned
